Formulated 


New Commonwealth trade 
policies cannot be formulated 
until {t fs known exactly what 
cormmitments Britain will make 
in the European Free Trade 
plen—!f indeed that plan ever 
becomes a reality. Only then 
can Commonwealth trade be 
fitted into the picture—or: as 
some would have it, the best 
made of a bad job. 


Qne thing only .appears ccr- 
tain; if there ever is o European 
Freo Trade Area, Britain will be 
in it. But although they are 
doing everything in- thelr -power. 
to ensure the success of the 
Plan, the British Government 
might not be altogether. dis- 
Pleased ff it broke down 
through no fault of their own, 


Tho really compelling reasons 
that Government have put for- 
ward for Britain’s pariicipation 
in the Free Trade Area ‘are on 
the negative side, It is what we 
would lose if we stayed out 
rather than what we would gain 
by going in, that is constantly 
stressed, 


The Free Trade Aren pion 
would not be an Issue today if 
the six most important cdn- 
tinental countries “hod - not 
ogreed to form themselves - into 
a European cconomle commun- 
ity. Thelr intentton is ultimately 
to abolish tariffs against im- 
Porta from cach other and in- 
stitute o common tariff against 
imports from all other countries,
